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ALBERT  GALLATIN  AND  THE  U.  S.  COINAGE

With  the  exception  of  the  classical  giants  collectively  termed,  “The  Founding  Fathers”, 
a few  later  figures  of  heroic  stature,  and  the  Presidents,  the  memory  of  American  public 
men  is  quickly  lost  when  their  own  generaton  is  replaced  by  the  next.  Albert  Gallatin  was 
one  of  the  commanding  figures  who  deserves  a little  better  fate  than  the  virtual  historical 
oblivion  to  which  he  has  been  consigned.  Born  in  Switzerland  in  1761,  he  emigrated  to  this 
country  in  1780.  In  time  he  became  a member  of  Congress,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in 
the  Administrations  of  Jefferson  and  Madison  and  then  served  as  Ambassador  to  France 
and  Great  Britain.  After  his  retirement  from  the  Government  service  in  1827  he  entered 
banking  in  New  York  City.  Up  to  the  time  of  his  death  he  maintained  an  active  interest 
in  public  questions  of  the  day.  His  opinions  were  eagerly  sought  in  his  own  country  and 
by  his  many  friends  abroad.  Finally,  he  was  a tireless  writer  of  both  letters  and  pamphlets, 
an  activity  which  served  to  keep  him  in  the  public  eye. 

The  case  for  considering  Gallatin  a really  great  American  who  could  be  included 
among  the  founders  of  the  Republic  is  a strong  one.  Senator  Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  writing 
of  him  in  1910  said,  “the  true  cause  of  his  success  lay  in  his  strong  sense,  untiring  in 
dustry,  courage,  clear  sightedness,  and  great  intellectual  force”.  The  reasons  why  he  pro- 
jects such  a shadowing  image  on  our  historical  canvas  do  not  concern  us  here.  Gallatin’s 
interest  in  the  problems  plaguing  the  coinage  of  the  United  States,  however,  makes  him 
important  to  all  those  collectors  who  realize  there  were  forces  at  work  which  profoundly 
affected  our  coins  above  and  beyond  the  minute  technical  details  of  the  primitive  minting 
processes  practiced  in  those  early  days.  This  aspect  of  his  career  was  brought  to  my 
attention  by  the  recent  purchase  of  a letter  written  by  Gallatin  on  September  27,  1829, 
and  addressed  to  the  Hon.  Samuel  D.  Ingham,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  the  first 
administration  of  President  Andrew  Jackson.  The  letter  is  not  a new  discovery.  It  ap- 
peared, with  the  associated  correspondence,  in  Henry  Adams’s,  “The  Writings  of  Albert 
Gallatin”,  published  in  three  volumes  in  1879.  But  it  is  the  original  document  and  contains 
much  of  numismatic  interest.  Eventually  it  will  be  presented  to  the  Department  of  Num- 
ismatics, The  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Most  collectors  are  aware  that  early  U.  S.  gold  coins  struck  before  1834  are  very 
scarce  and  expensive,  although  the  quantity  minted  in  many  of  the  years  was  not  especially 
low  for  the  time.  The  explanation  of  why  the  pieces  are  in  short  supply  is  also  generally 
familiar.  They  were  melted  down  almost  as  soon  as  they  appeared.  What  is  perhaps  not 
so  well  known  is  the  reason  why  they  were  extensively  melted  so  that  by  1820  there  was 
virtually  no  American  gold  in  circulation.  This  state  of  affairs  caused  deep  concern  in 
Congress  and  in  the  country.  Schilke  and  Solo-man’s  excellent,  “America’s  Foreign  Coins”, 
goes  into  the  question  and  explains  how  the  situation  was  so  bad  that  specified  types  of 
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foreign  issues  in  gold  and  silver  were  given  legal  tender  status  to  prevent  the  disappear- 
ance of  hard  money  from  circulation  entirely.  In  1828  the  Senate,  not  for  the  first  time, 
passed  a resolution  requesting  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  examine  the  state  of  the 
coinage  and  report  his  conclusions.  Secretary  Ingham,  whose  talents  were  more  political 
than  financial,  turned  to  Gallatin,  just  back  from  his  embassy  in  London  and  asked  him 
to  analyze  the  problem.  The  report  Ingham  presented  to  the  Senate  on  May  4,  1830 
embodied  Gallatin’s  conclusions,  and  opinions  rather  than  the  Secretary’s.  The  latter  hardly 
had  the  experience  to  form  any  ideas  on  the  subject. 

Although  the  original  Gallatin  letter  we  have  is  the  second  in  a series  of  three,  it 
does  embody  the  key  points  of  the  writer’s  thinking  and  shows  how  anxious  Ingham  was 
for  the  information.  It  reads  as  follows  : 

New  York  27th  Sept.  (1829) 

“Dear  Sir: 

I expect  to  be  in  Washington  in  the  course  of  next  month,  and,  wanting  still  some 
materials,  I had  postponed  putting  them  in  proper  order  and  digesting  them  until  I should 
be  there.  I am  at  this  moment  so  exclusively  and  deeply  engaged  in  preparing  our  reply 
to  the  British  Statement,  (on  the  N.  E.  boundary),  which  reached  me  near  one  month 
later  than  expected,  that  I could  not,  for  the  present,  without  much  inconvenience,  re- 
linquish that  object  for  another.  I have  always  found  that  intense  and  undivided  thinking 
on  the  same  subject  was  necessary  for  a complete  analysis;  and  the  importance  and 
complications  of  the  question  at  issue  with  Gt.  Britain  must  for  some  time  require  my 
whole  attention.  I will  have  gone  through  all  but  the  mechanical  part  of  the  work  when 
I reach  Washington  & will  be  at  leisure  to  attend  to  the  other  subject.  The  results  of  my 
researches  on  this  I am  also  desirous  to  give  you  in  as  complete  and  in  as  proper  shape 
as  I am  able;  and  this  will  require  but  two  or  three  days  which  I really  cannot  spare  now. 
All  the  materials,  which  I could  expect  are  obtained,  save  only  a sufficient  number  of 
actual  sales  of  American  gold  in  London  & Paris,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  which  is 
owing  to  the  small  amount  actually  exported. 

The  relative  value  which  I have  ascertained  is  that  of  France,  the  great  European  mart 
of  precious  metals  and  where  alone  can  be  found  a sure  and  easy  way  to  ascertain  that 
value,  by  the  rate  of  the  Premium  on  the  gold  coins  of  the  Country.  The  English  prices 
are  of  much  less  certainty,  the  transactions  in  metals  being  far  less  extensive,  and,  on  ac- 
count of  the  exclusion  of  silver  coin  for  any  purpose  but  to  have  change,  the  relative 
value  they  give  being  that  of  bullion  to  coins  & not  of  coins  to  coins.  Yet  I have  not 
neglected  them  & they  do  not  differ  materially  from  those  of  France.  Indeed  the  Paris 
prices  may  with  great  safety  be  taken  as  the  average  prices  of  Europe,  though  the  fluc- 
tuations in  London,  Amsterdam  & Hamburg  may  not  & do  not,  in  point  of  time,  agree 
with  them.  What  we  want  is  the  general  average  and  the  limits  of  ordinary  fluctuations ; 
and  both  will  be  found  in  those  of  France. 

My  tables  of  prices  of  American  gold  coin  in  silver  American  dollars  are  only  for 
New  York  & from  1st.  Jan.,  1825  to  30th  June,  1829,  during  which  period  the  price  was 
never  less  2%  premium.  About  3J4%  premium  (our  Eagle  being  taken  at  10  silver  dollars) 
is  about  par  according  to  the  average  relative  value  of  gold  to  silver  in  Europe.  The 
effect  of  raising  our  gold  coins  to  the  same  value,  will  be  to  prevent  their  exportation  when 
the  premium  is  about  that  rate,  3J4  as  now  quoted  but  in  reality  par  at  the  lowest  estimate 
that  can  be  made  of  the  relative  value  of  gold.  In  Mexo.,  Havannah  & So.  America  it  is 
indubitably  higher.  With  us,  the  quantity  of  precious  metals  is,  on  account  of  our  paper 
system,  so  extremely  small,  and  transactions  in  exchange  so  enormous,  that  the  export- 
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ation  of  gold  & silver  cannot  & never  does,  (as  in  France  & other  European  countries 
that  have  less  commerce  and  a much  greater  quantity  of  metallic  currency  than  we  have), 
prevent  the  rise  of  exchange.  It  is,  on  the  contrary,  the  rate  of  exchange  which  always, 
though  not  with  mathematical  uniformity,  governs  the  market  prices  of  our  gold  in  our 
own  country,  as  is  obvious  from  a view  of  the  comparative  tables  of  our  rates  of  ex- 
change and  prices  of  gold.  A regulation  therefore  raising  our  gold  coins  to  their  true 
value  cannot  prevent  their  exportation  when  the  exchange  will  rise  1%  above  that,  or 
in  other  words  where  the  exchange  on  London  will  rise  to  more  than  1%  above  true  par, 
that  is  to  say  to  more  than  1%  above  what  is  called  6^2%  premium  calculating  the  Dollar 
at  4/6  St.ng. 

What  has  been  the  origin  of  that  erroneous  valuation  I never  could  ascertain.  Since 
the  year  1772,  the  legal  weight  of  Spanish  Dollars  has  been  (from  the  most  correct  com- 
parison of  weights  existing)  hardly  above  417  troy  grains,  and  the  legal  standard,  which 
is  stil  impressed  on  the  new  Mexican  Dollars,  (10  D 20  G.)  65/72  parts  fine  & 7/72  alloy. 
The  only  older  and  better  Dollars  of  which  any  are  yet  found  in  circulation  are  those 
(prior  to  1772)  with  two  shields  and  without  effigies.  They  are  of  the  same  weight  but 
of  a better  standard,  being  taken  by  the  French  Mint  at  the  rate  of  906  & probably  being 
actually  of  the  standard  906/1000  fine.  The  variation  of  coinage,  with  respect  to  all,  have 
consisted  in  making  them  of  less  & not  of  higher  value.  The  highest  legal  value  above 
stated  falls  far  short  of  4/6  St.ng.  But  there  may  have  been  still  more  Ancient  & more 
valuable  dollars  no  longer  to  be  seen,  of  which  I have  no  knowledge  and  on  which  the 
original  valuation  of  4/6  was  perhaps  founded.  It  is  only  in  some  ancient  works  on  the 
subject  that  the  information  can  be  had.  I have  seen  quoted  a publication  of  Sir  Isaac 
Newton,  being  a statement  of  his  assays  of  foreign  coins,  whilst  as  the  head  of  the  Mint 
of  England:  but  it  is  not  printed  in  any  of  the  Collections  of  his  works  and  I have  never 
met  with  it.

The  reasons  Gallatin  gives  in  the  first  paragraph  for  delaying  his  report  shows  how 
deeply  involved  he  still  was  in  important  diplomatic  business  although  retired.  Even  the 
Secretary  of  State  leaned  on  him.  His  dislike  of  having  his  train  of  thought  interrupted 
will  probably  strike  a sympathetic  note  in  many  readers.  It  certainly  does  with  the  Editor. 
In  light  of  the  recent  gold  crisis,  the  position  of  France,  “the  great  European  mart  of 
the  precious  metals”,  during  the  1820’s  sounds  strangely  familiar.  But  it  is  the  reference 
to  the  “premium”  on  American  gold  coins  which  many  readers  may  find  confusing. 

One  historian  writing  in  1899  said,  “The  disappearance  of  the  gold  coins  from  cir- 
culation under  the  operations  of  the  Act  of  1792  contributed  largely  to  produce  the  de- 
ranged monetary  condition  of  the  country”.  In  a pahphlet  written  in  1831  Gallatin  put 
the  matter  specifically:  “We  have  already  adverted  to  the  erroneous  value  assigned  to 
gold  coins  by  the  laws  which  regulate  the  mint  of  the  United  States.  The  relative  value 
of  that  metal  to  silver  was,  by  the  law  of  1792,  fixed  at  a ratio  of  15  to  1.  In  England 
it  was  at  that  time  at  the  rate  of  15.2  to  1 ; and  it  had  in  France,  after  an  investigation 
respecting  the  market  price  of  both  metals,  been  established  at  the  rate  of  15^4  to  1,  as 
early  as  the  year  1785.”  In  other  words,  when  Congress  instituted  our  national  monetary 
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system  in  accordance  with  Hamilton’s  recommendations,  and  wrote  the  ratio  of  15  to 
1 into  law,  it  created  the  situation  whereby  United  States  gold  coins  were  worth  more  in 
metallic  content  than  their  face  value.  The  first  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  had  simply 
miscalculated.  His  arithmatic  based  on  faulty  information  led  him  to  a series  of  in- 
correct conclusions,.  As  a result,  gold  coins  could  be  purchased  for  their  face  value  at  the 
mint,  melted  down  and  sold  at  a profit.  The  disappearance  of  our  gold,  so  noticeable  in 
the  1820’s,  is  thus  easy  to  understand.  It  is  this  defect  in  our  monetary  arrangements 
Gallatin  wished  to  correct.  The  fact  that  Congress  did  not  act  on  his  recommendations 
was  hardly  his  fault.  When  it  finaly  made  an  attempt  to  remedy  the  situation  in  1834,  the 
equally  erroneous  ratio  of  16  to  1 was  adopted  and  operated  to  drive  silver  into  the  melt- 
ing pot. 

The  writer  makes  two  other  comments  which  tell  us  a great  deal  about  the  actual 
state  of  the  currency  in  1829.  The  tables  of  prices  to  which  he  refers  were  those 
annexed  to  the  report  Secretary  Ingham  submitted  to  Congress  the  next  year.  The 
important  thing  is  that  Gallatin  calculated  the  actual  market  value  of  our  gold  “in  silver 
American  dollars”.  He  thus  shows  the  United  States  was  operating  on  an  effective  silver 
standard  with  all  important  contracts  calculated  in  terms  of  a silver  dollar  of  the  weight 
established  by  the  coinage  Act  of  1792.  The  intention  of  that  Act,  however,  had  been  to 
set  up  a double  standard  where  gold  and  silver  would  circulate  side  by  side.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  notes  that  there  was  very  little  hard  money  available  “on  account  of  our 
paper  system”.  In  other  words  the  total  effect  of  Hamilton’s  miscalculation  was  to  place 
the  country  on  a paper  standard  where  there  was  virtually  no  really  good  coin  circulating 
at  all. 

Gallatin’s  comments  on  Spanish  Dollars  are  of  great  interest.  The  value  of  4s.  6d. 
sterling  chosen  for  these  coins  was  also  not  correct,  although  it  had  been  accepted  by 
Hamilton.  It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  Gallatin  would  have  been  less  uncom- 
fortable if  he  had  been  more  of  a numismatist.  His  vagueness  about  Isaac  Newton’s  report 
and  the  Dollars  of  the  early  18th  Century — “The  more  Ancient  & more  valuable  dollars 
no  longer  to  be  seen,  and  of  which  I have  no  knowledge” — makes  amusing  reading.  Many 
of  today’s  collectors  could  have  enlightened  him. 

Gallatin  provides  another  piece  of  important  information  about  American  coins 
in  the  final  letter  to  Ingham  dated  December  31,  1829.  In  his  close  arguments  about  the 
proper  ratio  between  the  two  precious  metals,  he  described  U.  S.  gold  coins  as,  “probably 
y2  per  cent  defective  in  weight  and  standard  together”.  This  fact  is  not  surprising  when 
we  consider  that  the  first  U.  S.  Mint  was  staffed  by  operatives  who,  compared  to  their 
fellow  workers,  in  London,  Paris  and  Amsterdam,  were  gross  amateurs.  One  of  the  curio- 
sities of  the  Ancient  Greek  coinage  that  strikes  the  novice  collector  of  the  series  is  the 
crudeness  of  the  famous  “Owls”  of  Athens  when  compared  to  the  artistic  products  of  other 
Greek  mints  of  the  period.  Various  explanations  have  been  advanced  to  explain  the  rough 
coins  struck  in  Athens  at  a time  when  the  allied  arts  of  architecture  and  sculpture  had 
attained  such  a high  level  of  perfection.  Modern  scholars,  however,  have  finaly  reached 
what  they  consider  a valid  solution  to  the  connundrum  : the  Athenians  were  inordinantly 
proud  of  their  coins  and  thought  of  them  as  better  than  all  others,  artistically  as  well  as 
in  the  standard.  This  belief  did  not  have  much  currency  outside  Athens.  It  is,  therefore, 
not  unamusing  when  we  read  the  opinion  of  many  distinguished  American  historical 
figures  about  the  early  coins  of  this  country.  For  example,  John  Adams  thought  them 
the  most  beautiful  and  most  perfect  in  the  world.  He  was  not  alone  in  his  persuasion. 
But  to  Gallatin’s  skeptical  eye  and  scientific  intelligence  they  were  far  from  perfect.

ANCIENT  GREEK  COIN  DESIGNS 

“The  ear  of  corn  (wheat)  on  the  coins  of  Metapontum,  an  old  Achaean  colony  in 
Magna  Graecia,  is  explained  by  modern  writers  as  a symbol  of  Demeter  : but  the  story 
told  by  Strabo  of  how  the  early  settlers  dedicated  a golden  ear  of  Delphi  because  they 
had  amassed  such  great  wealth  from  agriculture,  indicates  a far  simpler  solution,  that 
the  chief  product  and  chief  article  of  barter  of  Metapontum  was  naturally  placed  on  her 
coins.  As  the  tunny  adorns  the  coins  of  Cyzicus,  so  we  find  the  cuttle-fish  on  the  coins 
of  Croton  and  Eretria.”

NEW  FRENCH  NOTES 

“Pasteur,  Voltaire  and  Racine  replace  Victor  Hugo,  Cardinal  Richelieu  and  Henry  IV 
from  tomorrow  morning.  This  is  not  a literary  or  historic  French  pop  quiz,  but  the 
latest  instalment  in  the  New  Franc  farce. 

When  over  six  years  ago  the  New  Franc  coins  and  paper  money  were  introduced,  it 
was  hoped  to  replace  the  old  francs  quickly.  A close  study  of  the  total  confusion  in  which 
the  French  monetary  system  has  been  ever  since  should  interest  those  responsible  for 
changing  the  British  system. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  at  last  nearly  all  the  old  coins  and  notes  have  now  gone,  and 
the  three  notes  mentioned  above  are  for  five  francs  (about  8s  6d),  10  francs  (about  17s) 
and  50  francs  (about  four  guineas)  respectively. 

Nevertheless,  to  ensure  that  some  confusion  for  the  foreigner  remains,  the  10,000 
old-franc  note  will  still  be  legal  tender,  even  though  its  real  value  is  100  new  francs 
(about  eight  guineas).  Another  oddity  still  circulating  is  the  coin  which,  although  marked 
two  francs,  (3s  4d),  is  really  worth  two  centimes  (one  halfpenny).  What  was  that  about 
French  logic?”
